Washington. D. C., April 12 —Amer- 
ica’s reply to the recent statement of 
the Netherlands government bitterly 
protesting against and denouncing the 
action of the United States in taking 
over Dutch ships in its ports was made 
public tonight in the form of a memo- 
randum by Secretary Lansing, a copy 
of which has been sent to the Nether- 
lands legation. 

Pointing out that the Netherlands 
government. itself does not question 
the legality of the act, Mr. Lansing de- 
votes hirhself to a demonstration that 
it was an act of necessity resulting 
from Germany's menacing attitude 
which prevented Holland from fulfill- 
ing her engagements and that, instead

Statement by Lansing. 
The memorandum follows:

A few have fallen off in population 
since that time, but have picked up 
some in voting strength. The reason 
for the latter, it was explained, is that 
some of the residents of these war .s 
have become citizens since the federal 
census was made. 

The outlying wards show a healthy 
growth in population since the federal 
census Was made. In 1910 the Twenty- 
seventh ward had a population of 60,- 
053. Its population now is estimated 
at above 110,000. The Twenty-ninth 
ward shows the same increase.

Fear rules Germany—fear of ene 
mies without and of the terrible Ger- 
Wan government within. But the sen- 
ation is familiar. Fear runs all 
through German life and always did. 
The obedience of German children to 
their parents, of German pupils to their 
teachers, of German wives to-their hus- 
bands and of German soldiers to their 
Officers rests on fear. So when Germans 
think of democratizing their govern- 
ment, they not only reckon with chang- 
ing horses in the middle of the stream, 
and iook at Russia and quail; they look 
miso at the German autocracy’s ma- 
Shine guns and reflect that the first ef- 
fort at anything like insurrection 
would be met with strong and merci- 
less repression. 

Pear rules Germany. It is impossi- 
bie to overstate the harsh, brutal, un- 
@eniable fact. And yet autocracy has 
found ways in which to address other 
feelings beside fear—admiration, for in- 
Rande, and even love. In the very 
midst of a political unrest that in- 
Greases daily Germans love their 
Kaiser. They do not believe that he 
Willed the war.

Even Social 
Democrats say, “Our kaiser—he's 
good.“

It is not against the chancellor or 
against the Hohenzollerns that the in- 
creasingly bitter hatred among the 
masses is directed.

If they gave it little thought before the 
war, their minds dwell on it constant- 
ly now, and they discuss it-with aston- 
ishing freedom, once they get to know 
you. The same people who begin by de- 
fending autocracy come later to con- 
demn it frankly. You note their in- 
tense fear at first. Little by little it 
subsides if you gain their confidence.
